By Connection.

distance a station may transmit or 
receive is often determined by how 
efficient its ground system is. 


In cities and towns a sood ground 


connection may Tje nnidc with Uie 
water and jteam pipes. 
Tho 
Most 


means fur making this connection is 
by the use of a standard ground 
clamp i F*^-. 1) which may be pur- 
chased from an electrical or radio 
supply store for not over lifteeu 
cents. 


When making use of the water 


pipe in the house it is advisable and 


common pruciice lo short circuit the 
watrr nit-tor, us shown in Fig-. -, by 
means 
of a 
heavy copper wire. 


Should then.- happen to be other 
Pipes In th.-- vicinity of thu water pipe 
to which you aro making ground con- 
nections it-would bu advisable to con- 
nect them all, .-is tills would increase 
tho efficiency of your ground. 


It is not so convenient for our 


farmer cousin to make ground con- 
nections. A good ground may be ob- 
tained by taking an old wash-boiler 
and soldering the ground wire ti> one 
of the handles or sides und sink it. 
If none of these facilities are avail- 
able and you have n cistern or pump, 
solder the wire to the iron pipe.

*of-winter wheat was.forecast today 
by the Department of Agriculture 
for 1922, as compared with 587,032,- 
000 bushels last year and an average 
of 578,575,000 bushels for the past 
five years. 
. This forecast was made on esti- 
mated average condition of winter 
wheat on April 1 this year of 78.'l 
per cent, compared with 91.0 per 
cent on April 1, 1921. and un aver- 
age of 84.3 per cent for the past 
ten years. 


The rye forecasts compares with
